Startling Facts 
The b are facts certainly need 
no emb ellishing to startle one’s 
imagination to its depths. In 1920 
the Rev . J. A. L. Singh, s nativ e 
Christian missionary in the parish 
of Midnapore near Calcutta, In­ 
dia, heard that a Man-Ghost had 
b een seen in the jungle. The mis­ 
sionary and his wife with some of 
the v illagers who had seen it went 
to the snot. 
At dusk they saw an adult wolf 
come out of a hole followed b y 
another of the same sise and then 
b y some cub s, and then came the 
ghost—“a hideous looking b eing, 
hand, foot and b ody like a human 
b eing b ut the head was a b ig b all 
of something cov ering the shoul­ 
ders, leav ing only a sharp contour 
of a face v isib le and it was human. 
Close at its heels came another 
similar creature." 
Two Childre* Found 
The wolf den was b roken into 
and the two human children taken 
b ack to the mission. They were 
b oth girls. One soon died. The 
other, christened Kamala, liv ed 
nine years. It was estimated she 
was eight years old when found. 
The supposition is that when 
tiny b ab ies they were left b y their 
mother to play in the forest and 
a wolf mother whose cub s b ad 
died came along, lifted them gent­ 
ly in her mouth and took them to 
her den. Many such occurrences 
are known in India. 
For a long time Kamala main 
tained her wolf-like ways. She 
progressed on all fours, either 
knees or toes and hands and el­ 
b ows and had such callouses on 
the knees that she could not 


straighten her legs to stand up­ 
right. It was two years b efore she 
ev en stood on her knees to reach 
for something high. 
Wolf like Hab its 
At three regular interv als dur­ 
ing the night—ten in the ev ening, 
one and three in the morning— 
the wolf family howled to an­ 
nounce their whereab outs to dis­ 
tant packs—a language cry, not 
an expression of rage or fear. The 
human children joined in the eerie 
cry, and for years Kamala at the 
mission at ten, one and three 
(though she knew nothing of how 
to tell the time b y the clock) would 
arise and giv e the wolf cry. 
She growled if anyone came 
near her dish while eating. She 
came upon a dead chicken, de­ 
v oured it completely, entrails and 
all. 
Gradually she changed to hu­ 
man ways. 
First she accepted 
food and drink from human hands. 
She stood erect in 1923. Sev en 
years after she came to the mis­ 
sion she spoke human words. The 
story of those changes is one of 
the most astounding human rec­ 
ords ev er made. It giv es us, con­ 
cludes Dr. Gesell, “new faith in 
the stamina of human nature 
and the potentialities of human 
growth.”

Pickaway County’s 19 42 wheat 
allotment under the AAA pro- 
gram will be cut about 12 12 per­ 
cent, County AAA Chairman John 
G. Boggs announced Monday. 
The reduction represents 6,368 
acres of wheat land, leaving the 
county’s allotment for next year j 
50.615 acres. 
The 19 41 allotment 
was 56.9 83 acres. 
Primary purpose of the reduc­ 
tion is to meet the wheat surplus j 
with a cut in wheat acreage in 
an effort to keep market prices 
from falling below normal, county 
AAA officials said. 
Along with the announcement 
that the county would take a cut 
in its wheat acreage came a re­ 
port from county AAA authori­ 
ties that rigid marketing q uotas 
would be proposed next year, the 
program to be placed before the 
farmers in a referendum vote. 
If the q uota program fails to j 
carry next year, that 19 41 wheat 
which has been stored on the 
farm will be declared free wheat 
and will not be subject to the 49 
cent penalty. AAA officials ex­ 
plained. 
Defeat Means No Ilians 
Defeat of the q uota system, 
however, 
county 
committeemen 
pointed out, will mean that farm­ 
ers will receive no wheat loans 
next year. 
So far this year 239 wheat 
loans have been issued in the 
county. 
They represent 131.561.9 
bushels of wheat for a total loan 
value of $154,9 27,16. 
To encourage a reduction in 
wheat acreage 
next year, the 
AAA 
is propping that wheal 
growers who had excess wheat 
this year under the marketing 
q uota provisions plant under their 
19 42 allotments as much as they 
were over this year and have their 
19 41 excess wheat released for 
sale, provided it has been stored 
under bond. 
With the county’s wheat har­ 
vest almost over, about 150 wheat 
marketing cards remain at the 
AAA office to be turned over to 
farmers who have paid their 49 
cent penalty on their marketing 
excess wheat or who have stayed 
within their allotments.

Every one knows what it means to hide one’s light under a 
bushel. It’s the same as placing it where it can’t be seen. Any 
useful purpose the light could serve, therefore, is probably lost. 
Much the same is true of a Public Notice posted in an out 
of the way place. 
This is true whether it is tacked to a fence 
comer off the beaten track or whether it is published in a 
medium whose circulation and coverage are anything but 
"general” in the community advected by the Notice. 
The whole purpose of the Public Notice is to employ such 
means as are likely to bring the Notice to the prompt attention 
of those whose rights it involves. 
Short of direct personal 
notice, the newspaper is most effective for this purpose. 
But 
it should be a newspaper of general circulation, that is, distribut­ 
ed throughout the community in question and of auch quality 
and contents aa to have a general appeal. 
The occasional practice of placing such Notices in other types 
of publications of limited or doubtful coverage is open to ques­ 
tion. 
Generally speaking, local newspapers carrying bona fide 
general news and having a substantial general circulation are by 
far the best means of safeguarding public as well as private 
rights in carrying Public Notices.

And their example will hearten 
the other countries of that continent. 
As for the Latin nations on our own 
continent, below the Rio Grande, though 
small and weak except for Mexico, they 
will naturally present the same hostile 
front to attempts at Nazi 
intervention. 
They have their powerful Uncle Sam right 
next door to help them.

anchor off south Indo-China. 
As far as the United States is concern­ 
ed, this may be the most important move 
of the entire war. 
For here is the double 
squeeze-play: 
1, The Japanese want to keep the 
United States so worried over the Far East 
that no more ships will be sent to protect 
British shipping in the Atlantic, or to take 
the Azores and police Dakar. 
2. Japan also will force the British to 
keep part of their ^leet around Singapore, 
thus preventing heavy British concentra­ 
tions in the Near East. 
More than two years ago the Washing­ 
ton Merry-Go-Round reported the concern 
of the Navy Department in case the fleet 
had to be spread out over two oceans at 
once. 
It now looks as if this is exactly 
what the Navy now faces.

HITLER'S "TIME TABLE 
All of this Japanese maneuvering, ac­ 
cording to the reports on Roosevelt’s desk, 
is a definite part of the Hitler time-table.

Thus the British will 
have to be fighting in two places at once, 
will have to spread their naval forces thin, 
just as it is Hitler’s present intention to 
force the United States to spread its naval 
forces thin. 
Inside word is that there’s a definite 
deal between Hitler and the Japanese for 
division of the spoils in the Orient. Japan. J 
according to U. S. intelligence advices, will 
get French Indo-China, Siam, the Philip­ 
pines, Singapore and the Malays, the 
Dutch East Indies, and Burma. 
Germany will get all the rest— India, I 
Iraz, Iran, Palestine, Egypt, and Syria— if, j 
of course. Russia caves in and the Hitler 
time-table doesn’t slow down. That is one 
big reason why there is so much rooting 
for Russia in Washington; why every mili-! 
tarv communique is put under the micro­ 
scope so hopefully.

The bare facts certainly need 
no em bellishing to startle one’* 
im agination to its depths. In 1920 
the Rev. J. A. L. Singh, a native 
C hristian m issionary in the parish 
of M idnapore near C alcutta, In 
dis, heard th a t a M an-Ghost had 
been seen in the jungle. The m is­ 
sionary and his w ife with some of 
the villagers who had seen it went 
to the snot. 
A t dusk they saw an adult wolf 
come out of a hole followed by

Two Children Found 
The wolf den was broken into 
and the two hum an children teken 
back to the mission.

I t was estim ated she 
was eight years old when found. 
The supposition is th a t when 
tiny babies they w ere le ft by their 
m other to play in the forest and 
a w olf m other whose cubs had 
died came along, lifted them gent­ 
ly in her m outh and took them to 
her den. M any such occurrences 
are known in India. 
F or a long tim e Kam ala m ain­ 
tained her wolf-like ways. 
She 
progressed on all fours, either 
knees or toes and hands and el­ 
bows and had such callouses on 
the knees 
th a t she could

straighten her legs to stand up­ 
right. It was two years before she 
even stood on her knee* to reach 
for som ething high. 


Wolflike Habits 
A t three regular intervals d ur­ 
ing the night—ten in the evening, 
one and three in the m orning— 
the wolf fam ily howled to an­ 
nounce th eir whereabouts to dis­ 
ta n t packs—a language cry, not 
an expression of rage or fear. Th# 
human children joined in the eerie 
cry, and for years K am ala at tbs 
mission a t ten, one and three 
(though she knew nothing of how 
to tell the tim e by the dock) would 
arise and give the wolf cry. 
She growled if anyone came 
near her dish while eating. She 
came upon a dead chicken, de­ 
voured it completely, entrails and 
all. 
Gradually she changed to hu­ 
man ways. 
F irst she accepted 
food and drink from hum an hands. 
She stood erect in 1923. 
Seven 
years afte r she came to the mis­ 
sion she spoke human words. The 
story of those changes is one of 
the most astounding hum an rec­ 
ords ever made.

50,615 acres. 
The 1941 allotment 
was 56,983 acres. 
Prim ary purpose of the reduc­ 
tion is to meet the wheat surplus 
with a cut in wheat acreage in 
an effort to keep m arket prices 
from falling below normal, county 
AAA officials said. 
Along with the announcement 
that the county would take a cut 
in its wheat acreage tam e a re­ 
port from county AAA authori­ 
ties that rigid m aiketing quotas 
would be proposed next year, the 
program to be placed before the 
farmers in a referendum vote. 
If the quota program fails to! 
carry next year, that 1941 wheat 
which 
has been stored on the 
farm will be declared free wheat 
and will not be subject to the 49 
rent penalty. AAA officials ex­ 
plained.
